Sparks From Mark 

This past Wednesday evening we invited Jim 
Kinyon, the Director of Catholic Social Services, 
to come and speak to our Middle and High School 
youth and their parents about suicide and its 
prevention. Jim shared with us the signs of 
depression, the behaviors to look for in someone 
who might be contemplating suicide, and the risks 
that might be evident in their behaviors. 

In the end, Jim said that suicide is always, always 
wrong, because it does not respect the sacredness 
of life. There is no good or justified reason for 
taking one’s own life. Jim challenged us by saying 
suicide prevention is everyone’s business. He 
shared with us this quote from Martin Luther King 
Jr.: “Everyone can be great because anybody can 
serve. We don’t have to have a college degree to 
serve. You don't have to make your subject and 
verb agree to serve. You only need a heart full of 
grace. A soul generated by love.” 

In this week’s bulletin you will find a small 
handout entitled, “Cherish the Gift of Life, Suicide 
Prevention.” This was also handed out to the youth 
and parents present on Wednesday evening. I 
wanted to share it with all of you, as we are each 


called to be that source of God’s love to our 
brothers and sisters. I have also included with 
the handout a prayer that you parents can use 
to pray over your children.

Faithful Citizenship 

God's love does not differentiate between the 
newly conceived infant still in his or her mother's 
womb and the child or young person, or the adult 
and the elderly person. God does not distinguish 
between them because he sees an impression of his 
own image and likeness (Gn 1:26) in each one. In 
short, human life is always good, for it is a 
“manifestation of God in the world, a sign of his 
presence, a trace of his glory" (Evangelium Vitae, 
n. 34). Indeed, the human person has been 
endowed with a very exalted dignity, in every 
person, whatever the stage or condition of his life. 
This moral judgment also applies to the origins of 
the life of an embryo even before it is implanted in 
the mother's womb. "Human life is sacred and 
inviolable at every moment of existence, including 
the initial phase which precedes birth.”
